It may be wi.se to state at the very 
outset that this article does not mean 
anybody, is not aimed at any one pariah 
bat is rethar the fruit of many years' 
eliaamtkin of the ways of parishes 
with their ministers -ewayshy no moans 
peculiar to one denomination.

as character goea, literally picked to 
pieces. 

People now go to church in a critical 
mo<id instead of an admiring one, which 
makes a deal of difference liow a ser- 
mon .sounds to one. It is so mcuh 
ea.sier *») critici.se u sermon than write 
one. l ie merest modicum of intellect 
apparently fits one to criticise the 
minister's most scholarly efforts. More 
ofton, however, it ia not the minister's 
sermons which give dissatisfaction. I 
have seen— every one has— able men of 
excellent character criticised out of 
their pulpits for the meet trivial noth- 
ings. It might be some insignificant 
I>ersonal . ccentricity. some peculiarity 
of dn-ss or b.'ariiig or manner. It 
might b«- because he was considered to 
slight his sermons and spend too much 
time nmning about the piuish calling, 
or in trorking in outside charities and 
town matters. Or, it might bo because 
he spent too much tims in his study, 
writing indeed most admirable aermons 
but "it is three months since he called 
on Mrs. Jones" 

A wise old physician of my ai i|iiaint- 
ance used to say that nothing insured! 
a young doctor's success so certainly 
as a good "how d'ye do." This is pre- 
eminently true of the minister. He 
may possess all ths virtues, be a St. 
Francis snd St Angustiae blended in 
one, but, if he has not a good- "how 
d'ye do," troe unto him! If, however, 
he has the social graces in a marked 
liegree, when the wave of criticism 
.sets in, the parish will look askance 
upon his suavity, and iraoder if he ia 
quite sincere. 

Perhaps the minister has ventured to 
proaeh polities or tamparanee in the 
pulpit, and so olfoadad one or two 
wealthy pew renters to the point of 
arithdrawal, or he may liave turned 
"mugwump" and voted as he pleased 
without consulting the [wirish, just as 
if y.r v.iTf a man and not a minister. 
• ir perha[<s, very likely indeed, his wife 
has or has not done something. A 
parish nuty not feel quite euro that they 
own the minfaiter, body and aool, but 
f ow of thorn doubt thoir abaototo poo- 
sssslan of his wife. 

Whatever the s|iecial gnMari«l eoaiH 
plaint, the period of criticism is certain 
to cume, and tne minister may as well 
be mentally prepared to undergo it If. 
howovar, ho ha a good man and true, 
"lat Botiring him dismay." Let him 
go straight on, doing his duty conscien- 
tiously aa God gives him to se<' it. an. I 
ten to one he will come out \X,- fhnst- 
ian, of "F*ilgrim I'nvreKs. ■ wh. n h. 
espied two liuns on the narrow way h>' 
n.ed^ 11 list ga Mistnat and Timor- 
ous had been drivea back by them. 
But. Chriatian, kaspii« "iatktmMst 
of the path." and gaii« boldly on. 
heard them roar, but tliey dM him no 
harm." And, the period of criticism 
once out-weathered, the miniatar may 
safely consider himself well aattlod in 
the saddle for a long trip. 

Two or three things it irouhl bo well 
for you folka of the parish to remem- 
ber. First becauae you pay the minia- 
ter a small sum for services faithfully 
rendered, you do not r,wn him. He ia 
not a teetotum to lie spun at )our 
ple;i.-ure. lie ut an independent ^ .li!. 
accountable not to the iisrish. but to 
<;<id alone for his opinions snd the con- 
scientious use of his powers. If the 
miniater'a Moa of hia duty and hia pe<^ 
ple'a art so mdieally opposed to each 
other that eonpramiae is impoasible, 
then there is but one remedy. I.et 
them part in |«-Bee. in nwtoal dignity 
an.l self n'<iM i t. 

Secomlly, \ 'oust remember that 
the minister la human, indeed, make* 
no pretention to be otherwiso. Firat- 
cUms aagals are afaaoat m rart to ths 
pulpit as to tha pears. The soerst of 
his (Miwer lias iathe very fact that 
he h|M-aks to you from the level of our 
romnion humanity Tneil and tempt.il 
as you iiri-, like you nut always with'Mil 
sin, he seeks U> ahare with y.Hi the 
atrenglh he ha« Kain«<l in tnsi, to lead 
you to heights well won from sorrow 
and tomplatian. where howonldtralk 
with yon na a brother and a friend. 
Being bonNa. ho wiH narasaarily have 
of the ' '"•Parfeetiona. But do not let y<Kjr 
selves kmk at him through a mirni- 
eeopr exaggerslinR earh little rough 
nose into a mountsin.

If the minister really has faults that 
it seems to you may impair his useful- 
ness, then it is for >ou to have the 
courage of your convictions, and tell 
him of them bctw. en Imii an.l y.)U 
alone. Tell him and no one else It 
may giving him th.' faithful wound 
of a friend but U'tter this than the 
secret stab in the back, the whispering 
it all about the pariah in confidence.
